EASTERN. 


I n d ia n a p o l is, M arch 22d. 
The most disastrous fire ever experi­ 
enced in this city occurred th is even­ 
ing in Exchange Block, on Pennsyl­ 
vania street. From E xchange Block 
the fire extended across to Steel’s 
Block on the corner of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio streets. Also to a new block 
of ten large storerooms and hotel above 
alm ost ready for occupation. 
The 
next building in the course of the 
lire was M artindale’s Block on the 
corner of Pennsylvania and M arket 
streets, com prising nine stores and a 
num ber oí offices, w hicli were entirely 
destroyed. 
From thence the fire con­ 
tinued to SpafF’s livery stable on 
W abash street and to sm aller build­ 
ings in the rear of M artindale’s Block, 
w hich were destroyed. 
A t 8:30 the 
fire is apparently under control, and 
will probably extend no further. The 
loss cannot 
bo estim ated but 
is 
thought to bo between $300,000 and 
$400,000. 
Lewis Dent, brother of Mrs. G rant, 
died yesterday. 
W a s h in g t o n , M arch 23d. 
It is now ascertained beyond a rea­ 
sonable doubt that Secretary R ichard­ 
son’s resignation w ill be finally ac­ 
cepted w ithin a very few days. The 
nam e of his successor has not been 
m ade public, but there is every reason 
to believe the President lias m ade a 
choice.

The Com mittee on W ays and Means 
this m orning held a consultation on 
the currency question and the proposed 
change in duties on wines.

stated that the m ajority of the Com­ 
m ittee favors the four hundred m illion 
bill, but th a t some m em bers will test 
the House by am endm ents fixing the 
am ount of greenbacks a t $350,000,000, 
and the other at $382,000,000.

The E tna Cutlery W orks a t London 
Ferry and Clark Company, N ew B rit­ 
tain, Conn., were burned this m orning. 
Loss, $800,000; insurance, $450,000. 
N e w Y o r k , M arch 23d. 
The First and F ourth New Jersey 
R egim ents w ith policem en and fifty 
deputy sheriffs, are lield in readiness 
to suppress any violence by the E rie 
strikers. Gov. Parker and aids are at 
the City H all in Jersey City. 
P r o v i d e n c e , It. I., M arch 23d. 
The Democratic S tate Convention 
to-day resolved to m ake no nom ina­ 
tions, and appointed a S tate Central 
Com m ittee. 
N ew Y o r k , M arch 21st. 
There lias been quite an active de­ 
m and during the week for all descrip­ 
tions of wool. Though large quantities 
of Fall California have been sold, no 
favorable change can be noticed in 
price. Holders have been rath er forc­ 
ing their supplies, even m aking con­ 
cessions to effect sales. 
Prim e lots are 
to-day quoted a t 24£ cents, but some 
holders are asking a trifle higher. 
Spring California, in consequence of 
the light supply, has been q u ie^ but 
jirices continue firm. 
Representatives of the Erie, Penn­ 
sylvania Central and New York Cen­ 
tral Railroad Companies refuse to ac­ 
cede to the demands of the strikers, 
and will employ new m en to-day.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , M arch 23d. 
The steam er N evada from Panam a 
is in, but brings no news of the Colima, 
which is now about six days overdue 
from Acapulco. 
In the Senate to-day, Farley, of the 
Committee on Corporations, reported 
in favor of the bill for a railroad from 
Inyo to Los Angelos. 
The bill passed the Senate allowing 
the people of Siskiyou and H um boldt 
counties to vote w hether portions of 


K lam ath county shall Lo annoxed to 
them, and if they vote in the affirm­ 
ative K lam ath county is to be dis­ 
membered. 
The debate is proceeding on the 
Freem an and Irw in railroad bills. 


SAN DIECO. 


S a n D ie g o, M arch 23d. 
A Union special dated Tucson, A. T., 
M arch 22d, says John P. Clum lias re­ 
cently been appointed agent for the 
San Carlos Apaches. 
The agency for 
them is to be m aintained separate 
from th a t to which' the W hite Moun­ 
tain Reserve belongs. 


A reliable letter from Camp G rant 
of the 7th says Gen. Crook was there 
personally looking into the causes of 
the San Carlos outbreak, and th e effi­ 
ciency of scouts. It is reported th at 
Gen. Crook is convinced th at the San 
Carlos outbreak was not caused by 
any w hite persons, b u t by a band of 
Apaches under Coclieney. 


M ajor Randall of Camp Apache and 
Lieut. Schuyler of Camp Verde are 
out in Pinal m ountains w ith about 400 
troops well equipped, and the record 
of these officers justifies the belief that 
they will soon m ake m any peacable 
Apaches. No late depredations are re­ 
ported. 
All quiet in Sonora. 


SAN BERNARDINO ITEMS. 


A rthur Parks of th e Jarupa is going 
largely into the tobacco cultivation. 
Starke lias verf nearly perfected all 
his plans and arrangem ents to com­ 
mence a t an early day to ouikl a front 
and other additions to liis hotel. 
Dr. B arton on W ednesday made the 
prelim inary surveys of a new water 
ditch, or rather small cunal, from the 
Santa A na cafion to th e Mission coun­ 
try. 
Senator McClay, of Santa Clara, is 
in negotiation for the purchase of the 
Jaupa rancho. 
W e hope he w ill be 
liberal w ith the settlers if he makes 
the purchase. 
Judge Rolfe succeeded in striking a 
fine flow of artesian w ater on his resi­ 
dence lot at a depth of 113 feet. The 
water flows from th e top of the pipe 
eight feet from the surface, giving a 
full capacity of the pipe. 
A petition num erously signed has 
been forwarded to our Representative 
in the Legislature asking the Legisla­ 
ture to give the power to our Board of 
Supervisors to build bridges over the 
Santa A na river; one at or near the 
crossing to Riverside, and one at the 
crossing to Old San Bernardino and 
vicinity. 
A distinguished Chinese gentlem an, 
formerly attached to the Em bassy, is 
at present visiting Southern Califor­ 
nia on a mission from the Chinese 
governm ent. I t is understood lie is 
to collect inform ation relative to the 
resources and clim ate of California, 
and to report upon th e political and 
social status of his countrym en here. 
It is said the Chinese governm ent in­ 
tends encouraging im m ediate em igra­ 
tion from the Celestial E m pire on a 
large scale to California. The Chinese 
envoy, whoso nam e w e heard but for­ 
get, rode out w ith Dr. Barton yester­ 
day, to th e Old Mission. H e (the en­ 
voy, not the doctor) has an intelligent 
and pleasant looking face, and a very 
reserved and dignified m anner. R u­ 
mor says the doctor has offered to give 
land on which to start a small colony 
of Chinese on his ranch. 
Ho always 
was a philanthropist. 
Zadoc Jackson, a eitizen and well- 
to-do farm er in this county, died on 
Sunday last from the effects of a kick 
received from a mule. 
It appears that 
lie w ent up near th e m outh of the 
Santa A na cañón deer hunting; killed 
one and was strapping it on the back 
of the m ule to “ pack” home, and 
while doing so was kicked by the ani­ 
mal, the heavy blow received in the 
groin. 
A com panion who was with 
him succeeded w ith much difficulty in 
getting him to the nearest house, v\Ir. 
Crain’s, where he was kindly cared 
for until a physician could be sent for. 
On the arrival of the surgeon and the 
injured parts exam ined it was discov­ 
ered th a t he was very seriously if not 
fatally injured; in fact the physician 
gave it as his opinion th at lie could 
not survive the injury received. He 
lingered in great agony five or six 
days before death cam e to his relief. 
The deceased was a native of the State 
of Illinois. H e moved to San Ber­ 
nardino county from Petalum a, in 
this State, about five years ago. He 
was an industrious, 
hard working 
m an, a good and successful farmer, 
and was much thought of and respect­ 
ed by all who knew him . H e was 
about forty-five years of age, and 
leaves a fam ily of several children. 
H is funeral took place on Monday 
last.—[Guardian. 


Panamint. 


The Inyo Independent says: We 
have in our possession a specimen of 
Panam int chloride ore which is cer­ 
tainly as rich as anything of the kind 
we have yet seen. I t was presented 
by Mr. K ennedy to Mr. Connolly the 
other day during a few m inutes halt 
of the stage at L ittle Lake, where Mr. 
Kennedy happened to be, just arrived 
from Panam int. This specimen is out 
of a three-foot ledge, all of the same 
general quality; the nam e of the mine 
Sir. Connelly did not learn, or lias for­ 
gotten. This ledge is opened to a 
depth of about tw enty feet. 
The 
“ W onder of the W orld” is down sixty 
feet or thereabouts, and the develop­ 
m ents in these and numerous others 
in the cam p are said to be as flattering 
as any m an could wisli for. Tlio ores 
evidently contain a heavy per centage 
of copper and other base m etals, and 
will require scientific m anipulation to 
insure satisfactory results, notw ith­ 
standing the fact th a t the actual assay 
value of very large quantities of them 
is aw ay up in the thousands. 
Pana­ 
m int is undoubtedly one of the most 
prom ising camps of the day. Its pop­ 
ulation a t present is only about sev­ 
enty, but we would not be in tlio least 
surprised if this num ber was increased 
to several thousund w ithin one or two 
years at the most. 
N o district appar­ 
ently ever had a greater future be­ 
fore it.

The Pannamint Mining District. 
Many of our citizens will remember 
the visit of Messrs. Vanderlip, Kenne­ 
dy and Rains last Fall, and the rich 
specimens of ore they brought from the 
recently discovered Pannamint mines. 
From time to time we have heard flat­ 
tering accounts of the progress made 
in developing those ricli discoveries; 
till now it is satisfactorily established 
that one of the richest and most ex­ 
tensive deposits of silver in the world 
lies within easy reach of our city. Its 
influence on the future greatness of our 
city can scarcely be estimated. The 
steady stream of trade that must flow 
here when these mines are fully devel­ 
oped, if adequate means of communi­ 
cation are provided, will give an im­ 
petus to business that even the most 
sanguine does not dream of. San 
Francisco owes much of her wonderful 
growth to the Comstock lode, but in 
Pannamint we have a district that 
promises to throw even its marvellous 
richness in the shade. We have just 
had an interview with Mr. Jacobs, a 
miner of over twenty years experience, 
who spent nine years in.the mining 
regions of Mexico and is familiar with 
all the mines of this coast, and he is 
firmly of the opinion that, with the 
exception of the Comstock lode and 
one in Sonora, the richest veins yet 
discovered are in the Pannamint re­ 
gion, and that the district as a whole 
is richer by far than any in existence. 
Over one hundred and fifty claims 
have been located, and the assays from 
the croppings show an average of $100 
to the ton, while many run vastly 
higher. The extremely broken char­ 
acter of the country where these lodes 
have been discovered has contributed 
greatly to the ease and certainty of 
testing their richness, the deep cañons 
cutting them at right angles serving 
as so many shafts for their examina­ 
tion. A number of the best lodes have 
also been prospected by shafts sunk 
from twenty to sixty feet with unvary­ 
ing results of the most splendid char­ 
acter. Over seventy men are now in 
the camp. A town has been laid off, 
stores and shops are going up, and a 
movement is on foot for establishing a 
Postoffice. In a few weeks not less 
than five hundred hardy miners will 
be drilling and blasting in these 
mountains, and at 110 distant day we 
shall see there one of the busiest and 
most populous mining camps in the 
State. The Pannamint Mining Com­ 
pany is making arrangements to begin 
business on a large scale, and their 
machinery is now on the way from 
San Francisco for the erection of a 
stamping mill. The mill starts out 
with ten stamps, but the machinery 
will be of sufficient power to run ten 
more, and these will be put in as soon 
as the facilities for handling the ore 
can be improved so as to get it readily 
to the mill. It is the intention of the 
company to crush the ore and 
concentrate it, reducing ten tons 
into one. This concentrated ore will 
then be hauled to this city to be re­ 
duced here if works are erected, or 
shipped to San Francisco. The pro­ 
duct of the one mill of the Panamint 
Company will be two tons a day of the 
concentrated ore, and when the mill is 
fairly in operation, four tons. Our 
readers can form some idea of the 
magnitude the operations in these 
mines is likely to assume when they 
reflect that this is but one of the nu­ 
merous mines that will soon be in full 
blast. It is safe to say that it will 
soon require from five to six hundred 
heavy teams such as run between this 
city and Cerro Gordo to transport the 
product of the mines, and that very 
soon a railroad will have to be built to 
accommodate the vast bulk of trade 
that must soon flow from that district. 
An effort is now being made to secure 
a road to these mines from this city. 
The miners now interested offer to do 
the work, but they ask our citizens to 
help them. Only a few miles of road 
will have to be made, and if our citi­ 
zens will contribute a small amount 
this can be done at once. The matter 
has been fully placed before our peo­ 
ple, and they are manifesting a'degree 
of interest that promises well for the 
success of the undertaking. No one 
who is acquainted with the past his­ 
tory of Los Angeles needs to be told 
that it is of the utmost importance 
that the road shall be speedily built. 
The trade of this district alone will in 
a few years equal the whole present 
business of this city, and while a rail­ 
road will soon have to be built to ac­ 
commodate it, we must pioneer the 
way with a wagon road. Several of 
our leading business men have already 
signified their intention of contribut­ 
ing liberally, and an effort will be 
made to have a special meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce this evening 
to take general and public action. 
We hope to see it generally attended, 
and feel certain that the subject only 
nee^ls to be fairly placed before our 
people to insure a prompt and favora­ 
ble response. 
The Proposed Railroad to Cerro 
Cordo. 
The passage of the bill to charter 
the proposed narrow-gauge railroad 
from the Ce ro Gordo mines to Los 
Angeles, lias awakened a general inter­ 
est in this great enterprise, and capi­ 
talists both here and in San Francisco 
are giving it attention. The impor­ 
tance of such a measure of communi­ 
cation with the vast extent of rich 
mining country around Cerro Gordo 
must be evident to every one. Such a 
road would double the population and 


business of Los Angeles in the next 
the next three years, and would de­ 
velop the great mineral district lying 
to the northeast of us with a rapidity 
unexampled in the history of the 
State. The question, “ W ill it Pay?” 
is thus answered by the Inyo Inde­ 
pendent: 
“Lying within a parallelogram of 
less than one hundred miles in one di­ 
rection and two hundred in the other, 
we can name the following districts, 
each and all more or less developed, 
and each and all of which require and 
alford many tons of freight, every 
pound of which would be commanded 
by the proposed road. These are: Pan­ 
amint, Granite, Coso, Cerro Gordo, 
Eclipse, Fish Spring, Kearsarge Silver 
Sprout, Waucobn, Piute, Deep Spring 
and Sylvania, all within this county. 
Close by to the north is the town and 
district of Benton, and some others in 
the vicinity; thence easterly, we have 
Columbus, Belmont and Pioche. In a 
straight line the latter place lies almost 
due east from this place and not to ex­ 
ceed 150 miles distant. Belmont is 
somewhat nearer and nearly north­ 
east. It is nearer from either of these 
places to San Francisco via Los Ange­ 
les than by their present route via the 
Central Pacific, and their freights can 
be delivered in San Francisco by this 
narrow-gauge road cheaper and quicker 
than by any other way or route. But 
these may be considered outside our 
boundaries or left out of the count en­ 
tirely. Inside of these we have all the 
others named, to which are to be 
added Montezuma, San Antonio, Sil­ 
ver Peak, Palmetto, Lida, Gold Moun­ 
tain and dozens of others known to be 
rich in minerals, if not largely popu­ 
lated at this time. Every one of these 
can be counted ascertain to contribute 
a great deal in the way of business to 
such a road, while the aggregate of the 
whole would simply be beyond compu­ 
tation, with the new impulse it would 
receive from this enterprise. Cheap 
freights, just such as might be profita­ 
bly furnished by such a road on this 
indentieal Los Angeles and Cerro 
Gordo route, would cause every one of 
these districts and twice as many more 
to literally teem with life. Truly the 
available mining deposits of this re­ 
gion are beyond all estimate. If 
worked to its capacity, or to the ex­ 
tent it would be under the new and 
greatly essential advantages arising 
from a completed and cheaply operated 
railroad, as proposed, we verily believe 
this region would afford business be­ 
yond the capability of any railroad in 
existence. 
“But taking things as we find them, 
we have within the area mentioned, 
but excluding the two principal Ne­ 
vada towns of Belmont and Pioche, a 
population of not less than three thou­ 
sand to furnish business for this road, 
were it running to-day. This business 
is at present almost equally divided 
between two routes running in oppo­ 
site directions; or rather, taking the 
whole together, but a small part now 
goes by the southern route, considera­ 
ble though it is. But this route would 
undoubtedly command the whole, 
even as far north as Belmont, and as 
far east as Pioche, though these places 
are not considered in the count. 
“The mines of this region are largely 
of the smelting class, and in the mat­ 
ter of freight furnished are of the more 
importance on that account. That 
class can be made to furnish full down 
freights at all times, while we have 
enough of purely silver mines to re­ 
quire nearly a balance in the opposite 
direction in the way of supplies and 
machinery for the thousands whose 
attention could then profitably be 
given to them, rich and numerous as 
they undoubtedly are. 
The Duty on Wines. 
The efforts of the wine and spirits 
traders to secure a reduction in the 
duty on still wines seem to have effect­ 
ed nothing more than fixing the rate 
at forty cents a gallon and $1 50 a 
case. The following communication 
from the Secretary of the Treasury 
was read at the late meeting of the 
importers in New York, and may be 
taken’as an indication of what will be 
done: 
For the year ending June 30th, last, 
the total quantity of still wines im­ 
ported was 9,237,803 gallons, which 
paid a duty as follows: 8,323,273 gal­ 
lons at 25 cents, 737,458 gallons at 00 
cents and 197,132 gallons at $1 and 25 
per cent ad valorem. It will thus be 
seen that the revenue received from 
the importation of wine paying 25 
cents duty was $2,080,818, about 5-7 
total revenue from that source; the 
rate of 40 cents per gallon would, upon 
the same quantity, yield an addition 
to the revenue of $1,248,491, from 
which deduct the reduction of duty of 
20 cents per gallon on the second grade 
and 60 cents per gallon and 25 per 
cent ad valorem 011 the higher grades 
would still give a net gain of $883,172. 
The gain would, however, be some­ 
what more than this, as under the 
present law still wines in bottles are 
not subject to ad valorem duty. 
These figures would also be further 
raised by the fact that the above cal­ 
culation is based entirely on 40 cents 
per gallon, which is not the exact 
equivalent of $1 50 per case. 
I do not apprehend, so far as I am 
now able to judge, that the rate of 40 
cents would check importation of the 
lower grades of wine to any consider­ 
able extent, while it would nnd ubt- 
edly stimulate the importation of the 
better grades of wine. 
The imposition of 50 cents per gal­ 
lon and $2 per case would not lessen 
the importation of the better grades, 
but I fear that it would curtail the 
shipments of the lower grades to a 
great extent, and so mnch so that the 
rate of 40 cents would be more advan­ 
tageous as a matter of revenue than 
that of 50 cents. 
It is the impression with many that 
while a high rate on the inferior 
grades might apparently reduce the 
revenues, it would in fact increase it. 
Much of the low grade wines import­ 
ed has been distilled, and the bran­

An Outrageous Conspiracy. 
Another oaso of conspiracy in 
Mendocino county, similar in its 
nature to the experience of the 
Strongs, has just been unearthed by 
the authorities. Seven years ago a 
man named Musgrove moved with his 
family to Cuffey’a Cove, about 30 
miles above l’oint Arenas, and pre­ 
empted 100 acres of tine timber land. 
Another resident of that locality, 
named Kenney, who owns a large tract 
of land about the Cove, and is looked 
up to as monarch of nearly all the 
land lie can bring within the range of 
his vision, conceived a desire toobtain 
possession of Musgrove’s land, and 
attempted to gratify his feelings by 
telling Musgrove that he (Kenney) 
had purchased the land front certain 
men who gave a clear title to it. The 
case was brought before the Register 
and Receiver of this city to decide on 
the validity of the di lloren t claims, 
and there it remained for a protracted 
period. On the 20th of November last 
a letter was sent from this city to 
Musgrove by his brother-in-law, 
informing him that the writer had 
been informed by Musgrove’s attorney 
that the Land Office had decided the 
case in favor of Musgrove. It has 
been ascertained that the letter was 
posted on the 20th and left the same 
day for its destination. On the 25th 
of November Musgrove compromised 
with Kenney for $650. The poor man 
had heard nothing of the decision wf 
the ease, and, adopted, as he supposed, 
the easiest course to effect a settle­ 
ment. On the morning of November 
26th Musgrove hitched up his teams, 
and accompanied by his family, left 
the cove for this city, intending to 
remain itero until ho could find 
another good place to create a home. 
Eight or ten miles from the Cove lie 
was overtaken by John Conway, the 
Postmaster at the Cove office, who 
had ridden his horse into a foam to 
catch the Musgroves, and was evident­ 
ly laboring under great excitement. 
Conway desired to speak with Mus­ 
grove in the woods for a few moments, 
lint Mrs. Musgrove divining some 
sinister design by intuition, declined 
to allow her husband to hold an inter­ 
view out of her sight. Conway then 
remarked that he had a letter for 
Musgrove, and thereupon handed him 
the letter announcing the decision of 
the land ease. The envelope was split 
open at the side, and the letter had 
evidently been removed, read, and re­ 
placed. Musgrove called Conway’s 
attention to the condition of the letter 
and received the consoling assurance 
from the Postmaster that he did not 
know how it occurred. Musgrove at­ 
tempted to take legal action against 
Conway at Cloverdale and was referred 
to the United States Court, in this 
city, as the only tribunal competent to 
take cognizance of his case. The pres­ 
ent Grand Jury indicted Conway for 
detaining a letter, and his apprehen­ 
sion was left to Colonel Finnegass. 
This officer arrested his man at the 
Cove on Tuesday morning and arrived 
with him yesterday. Conway gave 
bail in the sum of $2.500 for his appear­ 
ance to answer the charge.—¡[Bulletin.

Murder in Jersey. 
Yesterday morning the body of 
Solomon Krauskopf, a young man, 
was found in a brook 011 the line 
leading from Princeton to the junc­ 
tion of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
with a pistol-ball wound through his 
heart. His pockets had been rifled 
and there was every indication of foul 
play. Deceased was a Jew and had 
been a resident of this country for 
thirteen years. He has a brother in a 
prosperous business in New York city. 
It appears that at an early hour 011 
Tuesday morning deceased went to 
Trenton to collect money, after which 
he took the eight o’clock train for 
Princeton in the evening. He fell 
asleep 011 the train and went as far as 
New Brunswick, where he was 
awakened. He took another train for 
Trenton, and when he arrived there 
he waited at the depot till the owl 
train for Jersey City came along, and 
this train ho boarded. He got off at 
the Princeton junction and proceeded 
along the track towards Princeton till 
he reached the place where his body 
was found. When he left Trenton lie 
had in his posession $170, a watch and 
chain and revolver, all of which, ex­ 
cepting $10, are missing. There was 
unmistakable evidence that a murder 
was committed, for the railroad track 
was bespattered with gore and the 
road bed so torn up as to lead to the 
conclusion that there had been a 
desperate struggle. Deceased was 
known in this section of New Jersey 
as an industrious jewelry pedlcr. He 
formerly kept a store in Princeton, and 
had considerable money 011 interest 
from people of that town. An inquest 
was commenced last evening and will 
be continued to day.—[N. Y. Herald 
March 12th.

This led 
me to carefully examine the matter, 
the consequence of which was a dis­ 
covery of tlie fact that by using a 
table-spoon full of common com­ 
mercial oil, or spirits of turpentine, 
two or three times per month all offen­ 
sive odor of the closet was fully re­ 
moved; also in establishing the fact 
that by using a little spray of turpen­ 
tine in a room all unpleasant odor was 
at once removed. A few drops of the 
oil applied to urinals or closet vessels 
was sufficient to completely disinfect 
them. 
Recently, in conversation with Prof. 
John LeConte.of the State University, 
I stated the foregoing facts, and he, 
being a practical man, desired me to 
give him the chemical rationale of its 
action. I stated it as follows: “It is 
a well known fact with chemists that 
all essential oils on being diffused 
through the atmosphere possess the 
property of rapidly producing ozone, 
or condensed oxygen, a condition in 
which one and a half volume of the 
gas occupies the space of but one vol­ 
ume of ordinary free oxygen, and 
which possesses a chemical action sim­ 
ilar to an acid. This ozone coming in 
contact with sulphureted and carbu- 
retted hydrogen (gases evolved in the 
decomposition of animal or vegetable 
matters, and to which unpleasant 
odors are principally due), readily de­ 
compose them,producing carbonic acid 
gas,water and sulphurous acid gases.” 
I was pleased to find my theory re­ 
ceive the approval of so eminent au­ 
thority. 
I have taken pains to give this pub­ 
licity that others may, as I have, at 
all times have at their disposal so 
cheap, efficient, and not unpleasant 
means of disinfection.

Important Decision of the Supreme 
Court. 
The Supreme Court has this morn­ 
ing delivered the following opinion in 
the ease of Houghton vs. Austin relat­ 
ing to delinquent taxes of Han Fran­ 
cisco. In view of the urgent necessity 
for an early decision of this cause, we 
deem it proper to announce the con­ 
clusions to which a majority of the 
court lias arrived, reserving to each of 
the Justices the privilege of filing an 
opinion hereafter, if lie shall elect to 
do so. The Chief Justice and Justices 
Niles and McKinstry are of opinion, 
First—That section 3,(190 of the Politi­ 
cal Code is unconstitutional, so far as 
it delegates to the State Board of 
Equalization the right to fix the rate 
of taxation after allowing for delin­ 
quency in tkecolleetion of taxes. They 
consider this to be a delegation of 
legislation in derogation of the Con­ 
stitution. 2. That section 3,693 of the 
same Code in effect, constitutes the 
State Board of Equalization Assessors, 
and is therefore in conflict with sec­ 
tion 13, Article 1, of the Constitution. 
Justices Rhodes and Crockett do not 
concur in these views, but on the con­ 
trary hold that these sections are not 
unconstitutional for either of the rea­ 
sons alleged, moreover, they consider 
it is no longer an open question in this 
Court. The Chief J ustiee and Justices 
Rhodes, Crockett and Niles are, how­ 
ever, of opinion that the remedy by 
injunction is notthe proper remedy in 
this action. Justice McKinstry holds 
the contrary opinion as to the remedy. 
Tlie effect of this decision is stated to 
be that the delinquent taxes for 1872 
and 1873 are not collectable, because 
they are not assessed in accordance 
with the Constitution, having been 
equalized by the State Board of 
Equalization. The question is raised 
whether it will not necessitate a 
change in the entire revenue law of 
the State.—[Bulletin, March 21st. 
A Southern subscriber suggests a 
successful way of planting oranges. 
He filled a can with water, and put it 
in a convenient place. Whenever 
any one about the house ate oranges, 
it was understood that, if the oranges 
were fino and large, the se;d went 
into the can, small and worthless seed 
being rejected. Whenever tlie can 
was tilled the seed were planted, the 
can again half-filled with water, and 
put back again in its old place. By 
this plan tlie seeds were never dry. A 
plant has been produced for every seed 
planted, and the result is five thousand 
plants a year old.
